Of the eight other survivors three 
were children, all of whom had tli-ir 
feet birinsl and mashed, and a lady, 
who had both feet crashed. Their 
names hove not yet been learned.

There teems to be an idea that the 
recognition of Cuban independence by 
the United States hi tantamount 
declaration of war against Spain, 
some of our readers, impressed wit 
idea, have come to the conclusion that 
thoae who advocate the recognition of 
the independence of Cuba are advocating 
war. 

Aa a matter of fact, the recognition of 

Cuban 



tion of war against Pptin than adrclara 
tion of Democratic principles woul 
We think, ii.de. d, that such recognition 
wonld for a time tend to embarasi the act- 
ive campaign of (he Cubana rather than 
help It— only for a time, however, for 
the moral Influence of recognition by 
government as powerful as ours would 
presently enable the Cubana to fl >at 
loan and thus equip themselves for the 
serious busineta of operating and defend- 
ing a government of their own. 

But the recognition of Cohan inde- 
pendence would impoao on the United 
States obligations of the strictest neutral- 
ity as between the comba' aits. Neither 
Cuba nor Spain would be allowed to pur- 
chase munitions of war here, and the 
fitting out of filibustering expeditions for 
Cuba would come to an end. 

In short, the Cabana would still have 
to fight their own battlea; but they 
would have an accredited legation 
Washington and their government would 
he enabled to float the bonds necei 
to more thoroughly (quip their army 
with s'news of war. 

It ia true that Spain might declare war 
againat the United states shonld the 
Csineron resolution be made operative, 
but it is not at all likely. 1 he Spaniards 
are hot-beaded, bnt the men who control 
affairs are probably not lunatics. A dec- 
laration of war wou'd go outside of all 
precedent. When Spain recognised the 
confederate states as sn independent gov- 
ernment, the United States did not find 
in that action a cause for going to 
with Spain, 

Even now, as our telegrams show, the 
tone of the Spanish baa become more 
moderate. Canovas, the prime minister, 



resolution, while it might strain the rela- 
tions between Spain and the United 
States, would not furnish a cam* 
war; and he leaves it to be distinctly 
undei stood that what Spain haa 
fearing, and what she would resent by a 
declaration of war, is armed intervention 
by the United States. As there is

Bree.l.oa and Caleb Bag Ltrolics Far tin 
New Vork Market. 

James Part it and his children earn 
all the mrtney they make raising leech- 
ee, for the work of breeding the blood- 
suckers on the Partit farm on Toms 
river, near Lacy, N. J., is nothing com- 
pared with the labor of catching them. 
The wary leech will take hold of nothing 
but human flesh, so tbe members of ' 
Parlit family, big aud little, plnnge 
their legs into tbe swuuip and drui 
them up presently with the prey at 
taobed. 

Farmer Purtit doesn't seem to think 
a little blood letting hurts one. 

"They are ssgood as a dose of spring 
plysiu," says he. "Why, me aud the 
boys get so fat usd healthy doing nothing 
all winter that we need something like 
this to keep us in order. If we fished 
too long at u time, they might do soma 
harm, bat we know wbeu to stop Aft- 
er the season ia over we feel fresher and 
better thuu if we hadn't been leeching. 
Tbey are jnst like uioaquitoes— tbey 
sock out ull tho bud blood and leave 
tbe good, and that's why. 1 toppose, we 
feel so good after n month's work in the 
swnmp. i Ibilik we'd all have malaria 
down in this wet place if it wasn't for 
tho leeches. No uiui < ot.ld win le through 
such a mudhole w ithoat grtliug malaria 

Hia fuiui yhlda 610,000 leeches a 
year, and the price is 20 or U0 cent 
100, giving an aiiumii incciM of gl.OOO 
to tbe family. The market is New York 
or Philadelphia, w here the leeches are 
distributed to the Undo. 

Half a century ago this would have 
been a great cufciutss, but the belief 
leeches has fallen off iu ihis country.. 
Enrope clings to the practice, ui.il Paris 
cousuuies 11,000,000 heches yearly, 
while Loudou finds use for over 7,000,- 
000 a year. 

James Partit or hia toys, when wad- 
ing, disci. v. ri d the jiicscuce of tbe leech- 
es iu his swamps. He looked op the sub 
jeot and decided that he would sopply 
the American market, which hitherto 
had depended i u Europe. He found that 
buyers preferred tho Hungarian fellow 
of olive green without spots, or else the 
German letch, with dark green body 
spotted below with black. He got a few 
apeciuieus and put thim iu tbe pond. 
Tbey multiplied rupidly after their ene- 
mies, the water snakes, wore extermi- 
nated, and soon tbe first letch pond in 
the country was established. The young 
are ready for market Iu r.bout a year, 
but reproduction'take* three yean. Tha 
average life of a leech ia I » or 10 years. 
Usually a healthy man can fish in tbe 
swamp ft. in or live hears without losing 
enough blood to exhaust him. The kteoh 
haa three jaws aud from SO to »0 teeth. 
When these get going. In a short time 
the leech will swallow five times hia 
weight in blood. 

All this is more pleasant than the 
practice elsewhere about New York of 
fattening leeches for the market on de 
orepit old horses which have bean con- 
demned to the bonejajrd.

Washington, Dec. 38.— Formal work 
on the new tariff" bill will be begui 
the ways and means committee today, 
when the first of the series of hearings 
which are to extend over 12 days will bo 
held. Judged by the amount of corre- 
spondence which haa come to the com- 
mittee on the inbject there iH a more 
widespread interest in the forthcoming 
bill than has attached to any other re- 
vision of the tariff, and' the number of 
business men who desire to appear be- 
fore the committee is unusually great. 

The program arranged by Chairman 
Dingley and hiB colleagues contemplates 
sessions from 10 to 4 o'clock. To hear 
all the interests which will be on the 
ground, with one or two schedules of 
the bill to be covered each day, the rep- 
resentatives of every interest will be 
obliged to condense their statements. 
No allotment of time has been made in 
advance to any applicants, but on each 
day the committee will arrange a pro- 
gram based on tho number who appear 
to speak. Instead of listening to each 
racmber of the various delegations, the 
committee will avoid repetitions by ask- 
ing every delegation to select a spokes- 
man to present its views. 

Several labor organizations have sig- 
nified their intention to make argu- 
ments before the committee in the in- 
terest of protection for the industries in 
which they are workers.
